In ‘an abstract of Trade Statistios for 
the thirteen years from: 1864 to 1876, 
inclusive, recently issued by the Inspso- 
tor General of Oustoms, we fd some 
interesting ‘information regarding the 
trade at this port - Sir Arthur Kennedy, 
in his farewell speech at the Clty Hall 
took some pains to point out that the 
state of trade in thig Colony. was pro-

ment that appears. to be’ fully borne out 
by the statistios before us. “Trade ma 
not yield such a respectable profit it did 
at.one time, and may have passed to a 
greater extent than formerly into the 
hands of natives, but if the returns with 
which we aro dealing are any true indi- 
reation of the present and’ past state of 
the trade here, then Hongkong should 
be at the present moment in a better 
condition commerolally than it has been 
for the last.thirteen years, The imports 
to the Treaty Perts from Hongkong last 
year amounted in value to Tis, 27,371,681. 
against Tle, 24,956,743 in 1873, .and 
Tis, 19,192,864 in 1869; and the exports 
from Treaty Ports to Hongkong amount- 
ed to Tis, 14,477,235, against Ta, 
7,828,247 in 1873 and. Ts. 11,025,015 
in 1869, It should be noted that these 
figures have no reference to the. trade 
carried on between this Colony and 
China in native vessels, nor: do they 
refer to any merchandise but that: pass- 
ing between the Treaty Ports and for- 
eign countries. The following ‘table 
gives the annual value of the foreign 
trade of China from 1864 to 1876,. The 
want of trade statistics for this Colony, 
however, makes the returns of the Trea- 
ty Ports but an imperfect statement of 
the Foreign Trade in China :—

HEAVY GALE AT SHANGHAL 

Phan hal was visited yesterda; v uly 3rd) 
by the heaviest gale experienced here since 
1864; and if we were not ourselves within 
the range of a typhoon, we may expect cer- 
tainly to hear of one having ovourred in our 
neighbourhood. The barometer. began to 
fall on Mondey, and -was nearly 4 of on. 
inch lower yesterday morning than on the 
previous-day, standing at only 20.60 at 
am, After that hour. the fall was sti 
mord rapid, the wind blowing from the 
Eaatward'in heavy guste, with inoreasing 
force dad with heavy rain, The lowest 
point our barometer marked was 29,30; but 
we shall no doubt ba able, to-dey, to obtain 
a eorles of accurate and ontinuous observas 
tions, The wind gradually worked round 
to the South) and about 6 p.m. the weather 
commenced to moderate, the guats becoming

LATER WAR NEWS BY TRE’ 

_ AMERICAN MAIL, , 

London, June 8,—It is to be noted tha’ 
news from Constantinoplé, whether favor- 
able or unfavorable to the Turks, is peouli- 
arly untrustworthy. Thus we had last 
week’s announcements that Russians had 
occupied Van and Olti, both of which were 
false and probably. the result of panic, just 
as the reiterated story of recapture of 
Ardsban ‘was probably the ‘result of a 
‘plundering design on the part of the Go- 
vernment to appedse the populace of Con- 
stantinople, On the other hand, tho war 
news made public by the Russian Govera- 
ment js generally of no importance whatever 
or several days behind time, 

The character’and duration of the. strug- 
gle in Bulgaria is the subject. of much 
apcoulation, particularly in Germany ‘and 
Austria, Where every officer seems to have 
made his own particular atudy of the cam- 
paign. The general tenor of those criti- 
cisms is. adverse to the Turks, not from 
any doubt: that they will make a good 
fizht, avd even inflict serious repulses on 
their enemy, but from ‘the preposseasion 
that superiority in numbers, efficiency of 
organization and strategical ability. are on 
the side of the Russians, There are 240,000 
Russionn in position on the Danul 4, without 
counting the Roumanians or the reserves 
that are being brought forward, who amount 
to 60,000 men. Thero are 80,000 enst of 
Braila, and 20,000, with, gonridorable, re- 
serves at Belgrade, which is the point of 
support for this, part of the line. The 
strength and position of the works at Reni 
atid Brails indicate that they are defensive, 
and not offensive, the precautions taken
